With 127 persons learning to swim

Sixty-nine of the June totals, which 
were announced by George Morris, 
physical director of the community 
center, were boys of the Fort Wayne 
Lutheran and. Catholic arochial 
schools, who benefitted by the Learn 
to Swim campaign held in the center 
pool. In addition, there were 21 boys 
in regular classes, three men and 34 
women. 


The report also showed the effect of 
hot weather on the activities of those 
attending center classes. The number 
in the swimming classes jumped to 
3,662 from 2,748; In beginners’ classes 
the total reached 896, as compare 

with 662, The number, of individuals 
using the privileges also increased, 
from 942 to 1,121, and the total atten- 
dance to the department became 4,221 
instead of 3,721. 

At the same time, there was a de- 
crease in gym @:ium class attendance 
from 2,088 to 1,656. 

Special activities featured the swim- 
ming carnivals for boys and girls. 
Thirty-three boys took part in one; 
fifty girls‘in the other. There were 
also volleyball games and a handball 
match with Kokomo,

‘® A PAS TORAL EDITORIAL — 


TALK TO YOUR PASTOR ABOUT IT NOW. 

This is the time when Bishops should hear from pastors 
eénéérnifig the entry into the preparatory seminary of good 
boys who have successfully completed the eighth grade and 
who would like to become priests. | 

I am Aware that parents are the principal hindrance fo 
thé fealization of the boy’s wish, maintaining on the one 
hand that the boy is too young and does not know his mind, 
ahd on the other hand that’ they cannot afford to pay the 
board and tuition of the boy at a boarding school. 

Now thé first objection is not worthy of consideration, 
because faith teaches that Almighty God inspires youths, 
often at a tender age, to embrace the clerical state, and that 
it ig a dangerous Matter on the part of parerits to offer 
opposition. 

While there is merit in the second objection, the old 
adage, ‘Where there is a will there is a way” holds true. 

Where Catholic high schools exist, there is no reason 
fér the boy td start to the preparatory seminary after he 
will have finished. the grammar grades, provided the boy 
will try to remain close to the priest and permit him to 
assist him with Latin lessons. In fact, even if the boy at- 
tended the public high school arid kept his voéation in mind, 
going to the Sacraments at least every Sunday, and per- 
mitted the priest to assist him with his Latin, the same re- 
sult could be obtained and the expense of three or four years 
at the preparatory seminary saved. 


It seems that most vocations come from rural! districts 
or from small tows where the young boy has less contact 
with the distractions of the city. The Catholic Church in 
the United States is largely an urban church, less than one- 
third of otir people living in small towns and in the country. 
Yet from a survey that has been made, less than fifty per 
cent of vocations to the priesthood come ‘from the Cities.

Catholic Institute’s 
| Land, Gives It Million 


Tarrytown, WN. Y.—St. Joseph's 
‘Normal! Institute, Westchester Co., N. 
|Y., conducted by the Christian Broth- 
ers at Pocantico Hills, has been sold 
to John D, Rockefeller, Jr., for $500,- 
000, according to an announcement 
made recently. Shortly after the sale 
‘had become known, it was learned 
that the Standard Oil magnate had 
donated the college $1,000,000 toward 
the cost of its removal program. 

The property contains 360 acres, 
and adjoining the tract on the south 
are lands owned by Mr. Rockefeller. 
The estate of James Stillman is on 
the north, and on the east is land 
owned by Westchester County for the 
Saw Mill River Parkway. The prop- 
erty takes in most of the Buttermilk 
range of hills, which are among the 
highest in Westchester County. 
| It was further learned today that 
ithe property was offered to the Rock- 
‘efellers thirty years ago for $40,000. 
|The imposing edifice which the Broth- 
ers occupy, one of the show places of 
the section, will ultimately be razed 
and the property will be added to the 
woodland of the Rockefeller estate, it 
is said.

OUR LADY OF MT. CARMEL 
MONDAY, JULY I6th. 


The word Carmel signifies “the 
plantation of the Lord.” It was from 
Mount Carmel that Elias saw the 
cloud, arising, as a type of the Bless- 
‘ed Virgin. Many of the early Chris- 
‘'tians, who were following closely in 
‘the footsteps of the. Apostles, met 
‘many times each day to offer prayers 
‘and hymns in the first Chapel built to 
“honor Mary. This was built on Mount 
‘Carmel, and people called these holy 
‘souls, “Brethren of the Blessed Mary 


‘of Mount Carmel.” The Pope sanc- 
‘tioned this new Order and confirmed 
ithe name by which they were dedi- 
‘cated to the Blessed Virgin. | 
| Our Lady of Mount Carmel appear- 
ed to Blessed Simon, the Englishman, 
‘and bestowed the garment of the 
‘Scapular of Mount Carmel upon him.

‘This was a rather large garment and 
'was the distinguishing mark of the 
(Brethren of Mt. Carmel. Now the 
Seapular is worn about the neck by

IS JESUS CHRIST TRUE 
GOD? 


|. Christ, our Redeemer, proved His 
‘Divinity by His miracles, by His Di- 
iHe is the true and only Son of God, 
ithe ‘Father. He proved that He was 
the Messias foretold by the Prophets, 
who gave to Him a power that can be 
found only in God. All the prophecies 
were fulfilled in Him. In the Creed 
of St. Athanasius we have a precise 
‘wording of His Sonship, “The Son is 
‘from the Father only; neither made 
‘nor created, but begotten.” And in 
|St. Paul’s Epistle to the Hebrews (Ch. 
iI, ver. 5): “I will be to Him a Father, 
‘and He shall be to Me a Son.” 

| The name “WORD” is used by both 
ithe Latins and the Greeks, to desig- 
inate the Second Person of the Blessed 
‘Trinity. A “word” represents the 
image or concept of our intellect. The 
name “WORD,” for the Son of God, 
‘is used for the image or concept of 
‘the Father’s intellect, begotten in the 
contemplation of the Divine Essence. 
As we read in the first chapter of the 
Gospel of St. John, “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God. The 
same was in the beginning with God.” | 
And in the 14th verse of the same! 
chapter, we find that sublime revela-| 
tion of the Word: “And the Word was, 
made flesh, and dwelt amongst us. 
and we saw his glory, the glory as'| 
it were of the only begotten of the) 
Father, full of grace and truth.” 

Thus do we try to grasp the great 
mystery. The generation of the Son 
of God, by an eternal act of the in- 
tellect of the Father, in His intellect 
begets the Son, a perfect image of 
the Father. The Father in communi- 
eating His essence or substance, keeps 
it intact, and therefore the Son is of 
the same nature and substance with 
the Father, and equal to the Father 
in all things. 

This is the “Word made flesh” 
whom we adore and love on the day 
of His birth on earth at Bethlehem; 
Whom we adore daily on our altars; 
Whom we love and serve during this 
life, and with Whom we hope to enjoy 
an eternity of happiness in Heaven. 
Bow down, then, with humble hearts; 
before the Son of God, the ‘Second 
Person of the Adorable Trinity, “the 
Word made flesh.”
